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City arena plans bared 

Report changes raise guestions about taxpayer input: Federation

Specifics deleted from a city re¬ 
port pushing for a new arena in 
downtown Edmonton give a 
rare insight into how the city’s 
civic leaders sold the idea to tax¬ 
payers. 

Taxi and hotel levies were orig¬ 
inally suggested in the report to 
help pay for a new home for the 
Edmonton Oilers in a draft of a 
report obtained by the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation through a 
Freedom of Information request. 


In the City Shaping report, au¬ 
thored by Mayor Stephen Man- 
del’s Leadership Committee for a 
New Sports Facility, it originally 
called for the levies to pay for the 
rink; those tax suggestions were 
removed before the report was 
published March 25. 

“Taxpayers have a right to 
know what new taxes are part of 
the Mayor’s plan,” said CTF direc¬ 


tor Scott Hennig in a release. 

Thirty per cent of the costs to 
build the new arena will be paid 
for by Oilers owner and Rexall 
billionaire Daiyl Katz and other 
“private entities,” cites the final 
report. That means the rest of 
the bill could be paid for by tax¬ 
payers, says Hennig. 

In the draft report that was ob¬ 
tained by the federation, 


changes were made to the report 
by committee member Lyle Best 
that included sections that were 
cut out. Those sections included 
information that all of the NHL 
arenas built in Canada in the last 
20 years were all built with pri¬ 
vate dollars. 

Best hasn’t responded to calls 
from Metro about the revision. 

“Clearly the committee be¬ 
lieved that the fact that all of the 
new NHL arenas in Canada were 
built without any tax dollars 
hurt their case that Edmonton 
needs taxpayers to help foot this 
bill,” said Hennig in a release.

When Vince Augert 
learned his cousin 
watched in horror while a 
man was repeatedly 
stabbed on a Greyhound 
Bus bound for Winnipeg 
last week, he couldn’t 
fathom that one of his 
own employees that 
hadn’t shown up for work 
would be charged with 
the brutal murder. 

“My cousin from Win¬ 
nipeg was a passenger on 
that bus. He was going back 
from Winnipeg from Ed¬ 
monton. I think he was sit¬

Then to find 
out two days 
later that Vince Li 
Vince Li (al¬ 
legedly) committed the 
crime and he was an em¬ 
ployee of mine was totally 
shocking.” 

Li was arrested last week, 
after he allegedly stabbed 
22-year-old Tim McLean in 
the neck multiple times, 
then decapitated him, be¬ 
fore taunting police and 
passengers with his severed 
head. Media reports indi¬ 
cate Li may have cut off oth¬ 
er parts of McLean’s body, 
and may have eaten some. 

Augert, who coincidental¬ 
ly once lived in Portage La 
Prairie — 20 1cm from 
where passengers fled the 
Greyhound Bus — said Li 
didn’t show up for his job as 
a newspaper carrier last 


week and disappeared. 

“He called me in the sec¬ 
ond week of July to say he 
was going to Winnipeg for a 
job interview and would 
need a few days off. He nev¬ 
er called back.” 

Li delivered the Edmon¬ 
ton Journal, Edmonton Sun 
and National Post for 13 
months. Augert said he was 
a model employee, suited 
for a job in which he could 
keep to himself. 

“He was a nice guy. I 
could call him up and meet 
with him for coffee and ask 
him for help with this or 
that. I feel sorry for him and 
for the victim of course,” 
Augert said. 

Though he hasn’t spoken 
with his cousin, Augert said 
he can’t comprehend what 
passengers are going 
through. 

“I’m sure anyone that was 
a passenger on that bus is 
shaken up,” he said. “There 
were 37 people on that bus 
and it could have been any 
one of them, perhaps.”

An autopsy for a 21-year- 
old man found dead in a 
back alley last week has 
been completed, but 
Mounties aren’t 
releasing how the man 
died. 

The body of Dale 
Dechamps was found in 


an alley in the “A Block” 
area of the Samson town- 
site on Aug. 2. 

RCMP believe 

Dechamps was murdered 
at the same location his 
body was found. 

“It’s where he perished, 
I guess,” said Hobbema 
RCMP Cpl. Darren Bruno. 

At present, Mounties 
aren’t releasing how 
Dechamps died, although 


media reports suggest he 
was beaten to death. 

“They’ve determined 
what the cause of death 


is, but investigators won’t 
release that, due to the 
nature of the investiga¬ 
tion.” 


Investigators believe 
the homicide was not 
gang related. 

Not a week earlier, 16- 
year-old Billy Buffalo was 
shot dead on the Samson 
townsite. Days before the 
shooting, RCMP an¬ 
nounced a gun amnesty in 
Hobbema. 

RCMP do not believe 
the two murders are con¬ 
nected.

On the eve of the Beijing 
Olympics, Ottawa demon¬ 
strators made a last effort 
yesterday to improve the 
human rights situation in 
China before the games 
begin. 

A handful of protesters 
calling for a free Tibet 
chained themselves to the 
gate of Ottawa’s Chinese 
embassy on St. Patrick St., 
while Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional officials tried to de¬ 
liver petition cards signed 
by Canadians demanding 
that China keep its pre- 
Olympic promise to ad¬ 
dress human rights com¬ 
plaints. 

The Chinese govern¬ 


ment promised to improve 
human rights if they won 
the 2008 Olympics and 


Amnesty is holding them 
to it, said David Kelleher, 
president of Amnesty In¬ 


ternational Canada. 

The campaign was to 
protest the lack of fair tri¬ 
als, media censorship, re¬ 
pression of activists and to 
stop executions, which 
numbered 6,000 in China 
last year. 

Amnesty spokeswoman 
Lindsay Mossman said 
65,000 people across Cana¬ 
da have sent postcards or 
e-mails and signed peti¬ 
tions over the last year, in¬ 
dicating their support for 
Amnesty’s cause. 

Kelleher had requested 
to meet with the Chinese 
ambassador about 10 days 
ago. 

He never heard back, de¬ 
spite a follow up call days 
later. 

The protest ended with¬ 
out any arrests. 


Vancouver torch to 
stay on Canadian soil 


Olympics The Vancouver 
2010 Winter Olympics will 
not stage an international 
torch relay to avoid any po¬ 
tential worldwide protests, 
the Games chief John Fur¬ 
long said yesterday. 

“The torch relay will be 
announced at the end of 
this year. It will only be in 
Canada,” Furlong said of 
the 35,000 kilometre do¬ 
mestic relay that will last 
106 days. 

“We see this as a way for 
every Canadian to come 
face to face with the 
Games,” he told an IOC ses¬ 
sion. 

The IOC have decided to 
review the torch relay after 
the Beijing 2008 Games in¬ 
ternational leg turned into 
a weelcs-long demonstra¬ 
tion by activists against

Canada is deploying the 
frigate HMCS Ville de Que¬ 
bec to the coastal region 
of Somalia for the next 
few weeks to fight pirates 
attacking UN World Food 
Program ships carrying 
life-saving supplies to the 
area. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay said NATO allies 
had asked for help in the 
drought-hit east-African 
country. 

“As a result of the sadly 
despicable acts of piracy 
around ships bringing re¬ 
lief into Somalia, we will 
... support that type of pro¬ 
tection to see that food is 
delivered on time and safe¬ 
ly to the people of Soma¬ 
lia,” the minister said yes¬ 
terday in Halifax. 

He said much of the mis¬ 
sion is deterrence and the 
frigate won’t likely see di¬ 
rect action.

• A U.S. army scientist, 
just a few days before 
the 2001 anthrax at¬ 
tacks, sent an e-mail 
warning that Osama 
"bin Laden terrorists" 
had anthrax and sarin 
gas and included lan¬ 
guage similar to that in Ivins 
the anthrax letters, ac¬ 



cording to court docu¬ 
ments unsealed yester¬ 
day. The court docu¬ 
ments also said the sci¬ 
entist, Bruce Ivins, had 
a large flask of highly 
purified anthrax spores 
that were found to be 
identical to the anthrax 
used in the attacks. 


An army scientist who com¬ 
mitted suicide last week 
was solely responsible for 
the 2001 U.S. anthrax at¬ 
tacks that killed five and 
shook a nation reeling from 
the Sept. 11 hijackings, au¬ 
thorities said yesterday. 

Federal court docu¬ 
ments outlined the gov¬ 
ernment’s case against 
U.S. army researcher 
Bruce Ivins, casting him 
as an anthrax expert beset 
by paranoia who faced 
pressure over a stalled an¬ 
thrax vaccine project. 

Ivins killed himself be¬ 
fore he could be charged 
with committing the let¬ 
ter-borne attacks. 

Ivins’s attorneys main¬ 
tained his innocence, but 
prosecutors said the case 
will be closed. 

“We believed that, 


based on the evidence we 
had collected, we could 
prove his guilt to a jury 
beyond a reasonable 
doubt,” Jeffrey Taylor, U.S. 
Attorney for the District 
of Columbia, told a news 
conference at the Justice 
Department. 

Critics said the case was 
built on circumstantial ev¬ 
idence and cited missteps 


in the nearly seven-year 
probe, including the ini¬ 
tial focus on another 
army scientist, Steven 
Hatfill, at the same biode¬ 
fence research laboratory 
in Fort Detriclc, Md. Hat- 
fill never was charged and 
the government agreed to 
pay him a nearly $ 6-mil¬ 
lion settlement.

She also unveiled an ener¬ 
gy plan saying, “we can do

Track stars racing to the top 

'We're going to do whatever it takes/ teammates say

Canada's track and field 
team has been shut out 
from Olympic medals 
since the glory days of 
Donovan Bailey back in 
1996, but the drought 
could end this month. 

That’s because Canada 
has not one — but two — 
runners with authentic 
medal hopes. Both Tyler 
Christopher and Gary Reed, 
close friends with similar 
backgrounds, are generally 
perceived to be fast enough 
to possibly make it to the 
podium in Beijing. 

Christopher, of Chilli¬ 
wack, B.C., holds the Cana¬ 
dian record for the 400 me¬ 
tres. Reed, of Victoria, B.C., 


won the silver medal for 
the 800 metres at the 
world championship in 
Japan last year. 

“We’re tough little bas¬ 
tards and we don’t take s-t 
from anybody, and we’re 
climbing our way to the 
top,” Christopher said. 

“It doesn’t matter how 
hard it is. We have a goal 
that’s set in front of us and 
we’re going to do whatever 
it takes to achieve these 
goals.” 

Reed suffered a setback 
on July 26, when he fell 
during a race in England 
and failed to finish. Only a 
week earlier, the 26-year- 
old speedster had won the 
800-metre race at a meet in 
Belgium, recording his 
fastest time of the season 
—1:44.46. 
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Gary Reed, left, and Tyler Christopher are both aiming to medal in Beijing this month. 
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In Athens four years ago, 
Reed ran out of gas in the 
semi-finals, claiming he 
was mentally exhausted. 
He’s eager to prove he can 
overcome any adversity in 
Beijing. 

“Trust me, nobody in the 
media wants to win a 
medal more than I do, I 
can guarantee that,” Reed 
said recently. “I’m the one 
who gets up in the morn¬ 
ing and goes and trains. I 
want it bad.” 

Christopher and Reed 
developed a close bond af¬ 
ter they discovered they 
both grew up in difficult 


circumstances, raised by 
single mothers in near 
poverty. 

“We’ve made it this far, 
against the odds,” Christo¬ 
pher said. “We know we 
can go further now.” 

Christopher, 24, started 
running 15 years ago be¬ 
cause, he said, “my mom 
wanted to put me in some¬ 
thing where I could burn 
off the excess energy I had. 
Next thing you know, I 
started winning races.” 

Christopher left B.C. at 
the age of 17 to pursue 
track in Edmonton, where 
he had access to better fa¬ 


cilities and coaching. 

In his 2004 debut, he 
posted a record-setting 
qualifying time of 45.25, 
but was two weeks past 
the deadline to make the 
Canadian Olympic team — 
which meant he could not 
compete in Athens. 

He’s counting on the ad¬ 
vice and experience of his 
buddy Reed to help him 
flourish in Beijing. 

“Gary won’t let himself 
get mentally exhausted 
this time,” Christopher 
said, “and he promised he 
won’t let me get that way, 
either.” 



Canada's soccer debut a success 

Canada’s debut in 
Olympics women’s soccer 
was a success: Canada beat 
Argentina 2-1 yesterday in 
the first competitive event 
of the Beijing Games. 

Goals by Candace Chap¬ 
man in the 27th minute 
and Kara Lang in the 71st 
gave Canada a comfortable 
margin and allowed the 
Canadians to withstand an 
85th minute counter by Ar¬ 
gentina’s Ludmila Manicler. 

“Obviously we didn’t play 
as well as we would have 
liked to but it’s the first 
game of the Olympics,” said 
Christine Sinclair. “We 
were a little nervous, a little 
anxious but we always say 
the first game in a tourna¬ 
ment is the hardest to get a 
result in.” 

The game was played in 
stifling heat — with tem¬ 
peratures of about 35C at 
kickoff — strength-sapping 
humidity and under a 
cloud of grey, polluted, 
stagnant air that’s been 
the trademark of the run¬ 
up to the Games. 

“I think (it was a factor) 
just in the sense that you’ll

start to feel a bit more tired 
earlier on in the game than 
you would in another envi¬ 
ronment,” said Lang.

The win is huge boost 
for Canada’s hopes of qual¬ 
ifying for the quarter-finals 
of the 12-country tourna¬ 
ment.

the quarter-finals along 
with the two best third- 
place teams. 

Canada faces China on 
Saturday and completes its 
first-round on Tuesday in 
Beijing against Sweden.

Summer peach pleasure 


Juicy, ripe peaches are one 
of the pleasures of 
summer. Sweet and 
flavourful, peaches 
(nectarines and apricots 
too) are tender fruit that 
are at their best when 
picked ripe and plump. 
This is also when they are 
most fragile. The best 
place to eat these fruits is 
in the orchard, having just 
plucked a sun-ripened 
fruit from the tree. As 
these sweet delicacies do 
not stand up to shipping, 
they are often harvested 
underipe. The sugars stop 
developing as soon as the 
fruit is picked, so try to 
buy as close to the source 
as possible. 


Warm Peach and 
Blueberry Tarts 
with Custard 

These open-faced tarts 
are best served warm. If us¬ 
ing puff pastry sheets, just 
thaw and cut each into 6 
equal size squares. Makes 
12 tarts. 

INGREDIENTS: 

Custard: 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) granulat¬ 
ed sugar 

• 1 tbsp (15 mL) 
cornstarch 

• 2/3 cup (150 mL) milk 

• 1 egg 

• 1/2 tsp (2 mL) vanilla 

Filling: 

• 4 ripe but firm freestone 
peaches 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) fresh 
blueberries 

• 1 tbsp (15 mL) fresh 
lemon juice 


• 2 tbsp (30 mL) granulat¬ 
ed sugar 

Pastry: 

• 397 g pkg frozen puff 
pastry, thawed 

• Freshly ground nutmeg 

METHOD: 

Custard: Combine sugar 
and cornstarch in a 2-cup 
(500 mL) glass measure. 
Gradually whisk in milk 
until smooth. Microwave 
at high 1-1/2 to 2 minutes, 
until mixture comes to a 
boil and thickens. Stir at 
least once during cooking. 
In small bowl, lightly beat 
egg. Stir some of hot mix¬ 
ture into egg then whisk 
warmed egg into sauce. Mi¬ 
crowave at medium 20 to 
40 seconds or until thick¬ 
ened. Whisk partway 
through. Whisk in vanilla, 
set aside.

• Pinch ground cinnamon 

• 6 tablespoons unsalted 
butter, room temperature 

• 3/4 cup granulated sugar 

• 1 large egg 

• 1 large egg white 

• 1/2 teaspoon vanilla ex¬ 
tract 

• 6 tablespoons whole 
milk 

The topping: 

• 3 ripe but firm bananas, 
unpeeled, halved length¬ 
wise 

• 1/2 cup firmly packed 
soft light brown sugar 

• 1/4 cup maple syrup 

• 3 tablespoons unsalted 
butter, plus 1 tablespoon 
for buttering the pan 

• 1/4 teaspoon ground all¬ 
spice 

• Pinch salt 

METHOD: 

Preheat the oven to 



Preheat oven to 400F 
(200C). Peel peaches, by 
dipping in boiling water 
for 30 seconds; remove 
with a slotted spoon into 
cold water for another 30 
seconds. Remove, slip off 
skin and thinly slice 
peaches. Toss gently with 


blueberries, lemon juice 
and sugar in bowl. 

Roll out half the pastry 
on a lightly floured surface 
to a 12 x 8 inch (30 x 20 
cm) rectangle. Cut pastry 
into six 4-inch (10 cm) 
squares. Place on parch¬ 
ment paper-lined shallow 


rimmed baking sheet, 
spacing apart. Repeat with 
remaining puff pastry, us¬ 
ing 2 baking sheets. 

Spoon fruit mixture in 
centre of pastry squares. 
Top each with about 2 tsp 
(10 mL) custard and a 
pinch of nutmeg. Bake 20 
minutes or until pastry is 
puffed and golden. Rotate 
baking sheets partway 
through cooking. Cool 
baking sheets on wire 
racks 5 minutes then gen¬ 
tly loosen tarts to cooling 
racks. Serve warm or at 
room temperature with 
additional custard thinned 
with a little milk and 
warmed in the microwave, 
as needed.

Combine the butter and 
sugar in a large mixing 
bowl and beat until 
creamy. Add the egg, egg 
white and vanilla; beat un¬ 
til light and fluffy (about 1 
minute), scraping down 
the bowl as necessary.

beat on medium speed un¬ 
til well blended. Add the 
milk and mix well, scrap¬ 
ing down the sides of 
bowl. Add the remaining 
dry ingredients and beat 
until well blended. Spoon 
the batter over the ba¬ 
nanas, smoothing the sur¬ 
face. Bake until a tooth¬ 
pick inserted into the cen¬ 
tre of the cake comes out 
clean (about 30 minutes). 

Run a knife around the 
sides of the pan to loosen. 
Set the pan on a wire rack 
and let the cake cool for 
15 minutes. Invert the 
cake onto a serving plate 
and carefully lift off the 
pan. Serve warm or at 
room temperature.

Folk test a feast of comfort music

After confronting a gaunt¬ 
let of summer festivals in¬ 
cluding the recent chaos of 
the inaugural Pemberton 
Festival in B.C., a return 
home to the well-oiled Ed¬ 
monton Folk Music Festi¬ 
val is like cozying up to Li¬ 
nus* comfortable and 
familiar blue blankie. 

In its 29th year, the reli¬ 
ably good time of Edmon¬ 
ton’s folk fest is a testament 
to the hard work of festival 
producer Terry Wickham, 
his staff and dedicated team 
of volunteers. The fest runs 
today through Sunday. 

Wickham and co. may 
take their knocks now and 
then for a perceived dearth 
of big acts, which is a decid¬ 
ed foil of an attendance cap 
and Wickham’s commit¬ 
ment to keeping ticket 


prices down. Regardless, it 
never seems to prevent folk 
fest from selling out of its 
weekend passes. An obvious 
solution might be to move 
the fest to a larger site, 
though that might be tanta¬ 
mount to heresy; Gallagher 
Park is easily the city’s pre¬ 
mier concert venue. 

This year’s main stage is 
nothing to sneeze at any¬ 
way, thanks to acts like Cat 
Power, Aimee Mann, Ron 
Sexsmith, Joan Osborne, 
Buckwheat Zydeco and the 
Duhlcs, among others. Sure, 
Michael Franti & Spearhead 
and Hawlcsley Workman 
have played the fest before, 
but none of them feels 
tired. If anything, it’s a lot 
like welcoming old friends. 

And now borrowing from 
the success of the Calgary 
Folk Music Festival’s broad¬ 
er incorporation of musical 
styles, Wickham has also 
booked Canuck indie rock 


darlings Broken Social 
Scene and that bastion of 
rockabilly pop angst, Chris 
Isaak. Folk purists may not 
like it, but the festival re¬ 
mains a sellout nonetheless. 

Beyond the main stage,
